Residents in 
fighting mood 
at homes plan

RESIDENTS are preparing to mount 
legal action against plans to build 
thousands of new homes in 
Northants, a project they fear ‘will 
cost the earth’. 

At a meeting organised by the 
Northants Residents’ Alliance on 
Monday night people heard how they 
have until the end of next month to 
respond to the West 
Northamptonshire Joint Planning 
Unit’s (WNJPU) latest proposals, the 
Joint Core Strategy. 

It will deliver 21,000 homes in 
Northampton, Daventry and 
Towcester by 2026, but there’s 
concern it doesn’t respond to local 
needs and will not provide the 
infrastructure needed. 

Doubts were also raised over 
education provision, especially 
secondary school facilities, and the 


pressure on health services, including 
Northampton General Hospital. 

Around 40 people attended 
Monday’s meeting including South 
Northants MP Andrea Leadsom, 
leader of the Residents’ Alliance 
Roger Kingston and the chairman of 
the Mid Northants Parishes David 
Ballard. 

After hearing from speakers, 
residents said they were keen to look 
at putting together an official legal 
response to the document with the 
help of an environmental lawyer as 
well as the potential of protesting and 
petitioning. 

But they will have to act fast to beat 
the document’s consultation dead¬ 
line with the legal bid needing to 
happen in the next two weeks and 
any further action soon after. 

Mr Kingston said they should also 
be prepared to speak out against 
councillors who sit on the WNJPU as 
they prepare to stand in local 


elections. He said: “This is the time 
when we have to strike and have it 
scrapped. It’s time to question the 
validity of what’s being done.” 

Mr Kingston said it is a real threat 
that developers are running the show 
and are about to ‘ruin’ the area. 

“I think this is a thing where 
Northamptonshire people make it 
quite clear it’s not on and won’t be 
tolerated and will be resisted at every 
turn.” 

He added: “We have very few 
options available and I think public 
action is all we can do.”

Alternative budget put forward to save county services 


THE Liberal Democrats issued 
a call to Northamptonshire 
County Council to “protect 
the vulnerable and frontline 
services” as they published 
their alternative budget 
yesterday ahead of today’s 
crucial meeting. 

The opposition party to the 
Tory-led council believe their 
proposals would restore 
millions of pounds to services 
which are currently at risk. 

They suggest investing 
significant sums in the 
voluntary sector and the 
vulnerable for preventative 


services, reinstating funds 
for frontline services such as 
buses, mobile libraries, street 
lights, lollipop patrols, trading 
standards and ensuring that 
money to make roads safer 
and prevent fires is not cut. 

Ways of paying for these 
measures include removing 
some cabinet and assistant 
cabinet posts and back office 
savings. 

Councillor Brendan Glynane, 
leader of the Lib Dems at the 
county council, said: “This 
budget shows that there is 
another way forward that 


does not rely on the kind of 
massive cuts to frontline 
services and the vulnerable 
that the Tories are proposing. 

“The Conservatives have 
quite simply panicked and 
slashed whatever they could 
find, rather than looking 
carefully at the huge sums 
that are spent on back office 
functions. It is the vulnerable 
that will pay. 

“The Conservatives have 
already backed down on two 
key proposals - closing eight 
libraries and slashing debt 
advice - which we opposed 


from the start.” Cllr Chris 
Stanbra, Lib Dem deputy 
leader and finance 
spokesman, said: “We have 
gone through the county 
council’s spending line by line 
and found significant 
efficiency savings which 
means we are able to restore 
vital frontline services 
threatened by Tory cuts. 

“Whether it is buses, lollipop 
men and ladies, funds to the 
voluntary sector, or services 
that the vulnerable, young 
and old, rely on, they do not 
have to be cut.” 


Group ready to make a 
noise on D-Day for cuts

PROTESTERS are to stage a demonstration 
today as Northamptonshire County 
Council makes the final decision on its 
budget. 

Residents and Labour Party supporters 
will take to the street outside the authority’s 
County Hall building in Northampton 
town centre, armed with banners, and 
planning to make their voices heard. 

They are using it as a platform to 
campaign against the council’s budget 
proposals and also decisions that are 
being made at a national level by Central 
Government. 

Martin De Rosario from Goldings will 
be one of those protesting today. 

He said: “We will be there about noon 
outside County Hall, before the meeting. 

“We are against the cuts and will be 
joined by people from the Labour Party. It 
is about cuts in general. 

“It is not looking good as they are 
cutting everything.” 

He said one of his concerns from 
Central Government is changes to the 
benefits system and how this will affect 
those who are really in need. 

“We want to get a few to make a noise 
and to be heard and for people to take 
notice of us. We are not happy about the 
cuts. 

“We are going to have a couple of ban¬ 
ners made up. The main thing is to get 


our message across. These cuts are going 
to affect the vulnerable. The rich get rich¬ 
er and the poor get poorer. 

“It is not our fault we are in deficit - it’s 
the politicians. 

“Save lollipop patrols, street lighting, 
social services and protect the 
vulnerable. 

“I would urge the council to reject the 
cuts in the interest of the people they 
represent.” 

Mr De Rosario is now hoping, as with 
the withdrawal of library closures from 


the budget, the council has a re-think on 
some other areas. 

He said: “Saving the libraries was a 
fantastic decision. People go there to 
educate themselves, unwind and to 
learn. I hope they are going to make some 
other decisions.” 

Mr De Rosario said he will be going into 
the council chamber after the protest, to 
find out what is approved.

MP’s fury as vote 
on cons dismissed

ONE of Northampton’s MPs has 
fired off an angry letter to a 
European politician over giving 
prisoners the right to vote. 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley was furious when he 
heard that Christos 
Pourgouridesm, a member of the 
senior Council of Europe and the 
Greek Cypriot delegation to the 
European Assembly, said a 
House of Commons stance 
against giving prisoners the vote 
would make no difference to an 
order by the European Court of 
Human Rights. 

Mr Pourgouridesm said: “I had 
hoped that the parliament of one 
of Europe’s oldest democracies 
would have encouraged the 
United Kingdom to honour its 
international obligations. 

“Every member state must 
implement the judgments of the 
court.” But Conservative Mr 
Binley was not impressed and 


has sent a letter to Mr Pourgour¬ 
idesm complaining about his 
comments. 

In his letter, Mr Binley said that 
some of Britain’s most senior 
judges were now questioning the 
credibility of the European Court 
of Human Rights (ECHR). 

He wrote: “These are serious 
lawyers voicing serious concerns 
and I could quote many more. 

“You would do well to take 
them seriously yourself not least 
because you clearly value the 
efficacy of our institutions as 
your comments suggest. 

“Consequently, to do otherwise 
would be illogical. 

“But the real concern doesn’t 
spring from the utterings of 
politicians or lawyers. 

“It resounds in the voice of the 
people who are beginning to 
express distaste every time the 
ECHR hits the headlines and that 
concern doesn’t only relate to the 
Court but to the wider European 
institutions.” 

He went to say: “The writers of 


the convention, way back in the 
1940s, would have been horrified 
to learn of the extent to which 
the Court now feel it right to 
dabble in local matters and 
would be equally concerned at 
the way it seems to turn justice 
on its head and change 
perpetrators into victims. 

“It’s time we paid heed to the 
expressions of the people 
themselves who are beginning to 
feel a little unnerved at the 
direction of travel the Court is 
now taking and the 
interpretations it is sometimes 
delivering.” 

He added: “Of course the 
ECHR plays an important role 
within British and European 
jurisprudence. 

“Of course its projection and 
protection of Human Rights is 
vital to our social wellbeing. 

“But, equally, the people’s 
representatives need to review 
and to fine tune the ECHR from 
time to time as they would with 
any other institution.”

Council looks at new 
to balance numbers 


NORTHAMPTON Borough Council [NBC] has put forward its draft budget. 
The council’s cabinet studied the proposals at its meeting last night 
before it is debated by the full council next week. LAWRENCE JOHN 
looks at what is being planned. 


‘INVESTMENT’ rather than cuts is the 
line being taken by Northampton 
Borough Council in its draft budget. 

Unlike the county and borough 
councils in Northants, NBC claims it is 
aiming to invest in services rather than 
make cuts, although some jobs look set 
to go. 

It is planning to make savings of £5 
million but is also aiming to put aside 
£300,000 in the green agenda, increase 
community grants by five per cent and 
boost the capacity of community 
groups and organisations to provide 
services and support. 

The draft budget includes saving £5m 
through organisational restructures 
designed to safeguard frontline services 
at an equal level through working in 
partnership with other local authorities 
or private partners. 

These include: 

■ The formation of a charitable trust 
to run the borough council’s leisure 
centres and sports and play 
development services 

■ Working with Daventry District 


Council to contract out refuse, 
recycling, streetcare and grounds 
maintenance services to a private 
partner and sharing back office 
functions to manage the contract 

■ The sale of Cliftonville House, 
which will give the council a capital 
receipt and deliver savings of around 
£450,000 each year 

These changes will lead to a reduction 
in the number of senior management 
posts and it is also proposed to reduce 
the cabinet from seven to six members. 

Cabinet member with responsibility 
for finance, Cllr David Perkins said: 
“Most of the big changes occurred in 
the previous three years and we are at 
the tail end of that re-organisation. 

“This is why we are not making 
budget cuts but investing in services. 

“We have restructured within the 
council and have 13 vacant posts which 
will not be filled. 

“There will be a re-development of 
some jobs and my best guess is if we 
lose 30 people I will be surprised.” 

Council leader Cllr Brian Hoare said 



the final proposals acknowledge that 
the authority’s role will change and the 
organisation will become smaller in 
years to come. 

As a result, there is a need to build the 
capacity of groups and volunteers to 
play a bigger role in community life. 

Cllr Hoare said: “Over the last few 
years we have transformed this council 
into a well-run organisation with well- 
managed finances. 

“That, coupled with the major savings 
we are proposing, has put us on a 
sound footing and allowed us to focus 
our spending in new and important 
ways.”

■ DELAPRE Abbey needs £15 
million to save it. 

As a result, Northampton 
Borough Council has put 
forward ambitious plans to 
ensure the building is improved 
and is a focal point in the town’s 
heritage. 

Early budget proposals put 
forward in January included the 
investment of around £100,000 
over three years to support 
Delapre and make improve¬ 
ments such as the refurbish¬ 
ment of rooms that would give 
the public greater access.

“Delapre Abbey is 

Northampton’s major heritage 
site and we want it to be a place 


Collecting it separately 
and recycling it means it no 
longer ends up in landfill where it 
decomposes and generates large 
amounts of methane gas. 

The bins are part of the borough 
council’s new green agenda into 
which it is aiming to pump

FIGURES obtained by the Herald & 
Post show 8,554 parking tickets were 
wrongly issued in the last two years. 

In 2009, parking enforcement officers 
handed out 38,759 tickets in the coun¬ 
ty and out of these 4,355 were issued 
incorrectly. 

In 2010, 38,847 tickets were issued 
and 4,199 were incorrectly given to 
motorists. 

The tickets were cancelled as a result 
of informal or formal representation 
being made.

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Warning for sellers 
using auction sites

PEOPLE using auction website 
eBay have been warned 
following five reports of buyers 
using dodgy accounts to fake 
paying for goods. 

Police are investigating after the 
incidents in the Northampton 
area. 

The offenders are contacting 
people who are selling electrical 
goods such as high value mobile 
phones and laptops on the site. 

They are asking sellers to agree 
on a price outside of the auction 
and are then asking to pay for the 
item by PayPal at the same time 


as they collect it directly, rather 
than having the item posted. 

The offenders are using 
compromised PayPal accounts 
when they arrive to collect the 
goods, leaving the seller none the 
wiser that the transaction has 
been made fraudulently until 
long after the offenders have left 
with the goods. 

Investigatory co-ordinating 
officer PC Carl Mason said: “I 
would like to warn any local peo¬ 
ple using such auction sites to 
make sure they have cleared 
funds in their own personal 
account before releasing any 
item they are selling. 

“I would also urge any local 


people selling items to make sure 
they familiarise themselves with 
both eBay and PayPal’s policies 
when using the service as certain 
actions will leave sellers with no 
financial protection.” 

The offenders are described as 
two black men in their early 20s 
with short dark hair. 

One is about 5ft 6 and the other 
is taller, almost 6ft. Police believe 
a black woman may also be 
involved.

THE chief executive of South 
Northamptonshire Council will 
leave at the end of May, as it 
starts working alongside 
another authority.

Warning to be on your guard at cashpoints 


PEOPLE are being reminded to take care 
when using cashpoints. 

Police are urging members of the 
public to follow crime prevention advice 
when using the machines after a number 
of people were compromised. 

There has been one incident in 
Northampton and two in Kettering where 
offenders have used a device to block 
the dispenser so no money appears. 

When the person walked away it is 
believed the offender then removed the 
device and took the cash. 

Crime prevention manager Laura Major 
said: “This type of cashpoint fraud is new 
to us in Northamptonshire, however, we 
would issue members of the public with 
the same advice as any other type of 
ATM fraud. 

“You should always be vigilant when 
using a cashpoint, be aware of your 
surroundings and always report any 
suspicions you may have. 

“If you use a cashpoint and no money 
comes out; if it’s outside your bank, go 
inside and speak to someone about what 
has happened. 

“Alternatively, stay near the cashpoint 
and phone your bank to check if the 
transaction has taken place, if it has, 
then call the police on 03000 111 222 to 
report it.”

£49m to get council 
homes up to scratch

THE Government has awarded 
Northampton Borough Council 
£49 million to improve its 
housing stock over the next four 
years. 

The cash, from the Homes and 
Communities Agency, will bring 
the properties up to ‘decent 
homes’ standard. 

Council tenants in the town will 
benefit from refurbished homes, 
including kitchens, bathrooms 
and general improvements. 

The council will receive £4.5m 
in 2012-2013, £14.7m in 2013- 
2014 and £30m in 2014-2015. 

Council leader, councillor Brian 
Hoare, said: “This is absolutely 
fantastic news for tenants in 
Northampton. 

“This funding allocation gives 



the council an opportunity to 
improve the lives of many people 
in our town. 


“This is a credit to officers who 
put together a compelling bid to 
achieve the funding for 
Northampton Borough Council.” 

Its portfolio holder for housing, 
councillor Sally Beardsworth, 
added: “Our priority is to give 
people the homes they want and 
deserve and this is just another 
step to show how we are 
committed to doing all we can to 
achieve this.” It is part of a £1.6 
billion pot that has been shared 
between councils across the 
country. 

The Government established 
the amount of funding available 
for decent homes and made clear 
its intention to open access to the 
backlog programme to councils 
which had retained management 
of their homes for the first time 
following the spending review in 
October. 


Binley campaigns to get Force a 'better deal’ 


AN MP has spoken to the home 
secretary to discuss how formula 
funding is affecting Northampton¬ 
shire Police. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton 
South, met privately with Teresa 
May last week to discuss the 
matter. 

The county Force is projected to 
lose £3.4 million in grant funding in 


2011- 12 and a further £3.7m in 

2012- 13. 

After appealing to police minister 
Nick Herbert, Mr Binley felt more 
needed to be done. 

He said: “I am pleased with the 
progress we have made on this 
issue. Having discussed it further 
with Teresa, she gave me some

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Supergran Ann, 71 
says she’s no hero

FLAME haired ‘supergran’ Ann 
Timson is to auction the bag she 
used to stop a group of 
hammer-wielding jewellery 
robbers. 

The brave 71-year-old from 
Northampton appeared on 
American TV’s Today show on 
February 16 to talk about the 
actions that have made her a 
global star. 

Sitting alongside son Andre and 
granddaughter Charlie, Ann 
spoke of how events unfolded on 
February 7 as she charged 
towards Michael Tones Jewellers 
in Gold Street. 

She said: “I think the adrenaline 
was going and I was really, really 
angry.” 

Ann, who suffers from 
rheumatoid arthritis and 
sometimes uses a wheelchair, 
had her legs bandaged on the day 



as she was off to a dance class. 
“The legs, they would have 
collapsed if I had run so I 
wouldn’t have said it was a run, it 
was an amble. 

“I paid the penalty for it the next 
few days.” 

She added: “I’m not a hero or 
heroine or a ‘supergran’, I am just 
a mum that went in thinking a 


kid was getting hit.” After telling 
the men ‘get off, get off’ and the 
drama came to an end, one of her 
first thoughts was: “What will my 
son think?” 

And she admitted on the show 
to being ‘overwhelmed’ that 
people have found it so 
important. 

She explained those around her 
seemed mesmerised by her 
actions and believed others 
thought it was a wind up but she 
had just hoped her bag swinging 
would distract the offenders. 

Son Andre found out what had 
happened when he got a call 
from a reporter and said he was ‘a 
little surprised.’ 

Andre will be working with Ann 
to look at selling her crime¬ 
fighting bag and using the 
proceeds to help people in need.

ANOTHER appeal has 
been issued by police for 
more information on the 
injuries which led to the 
death of Paratrooper 
Rory McWilliams. 

Private McWilliams, 20, 
died on February 12 at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford from head injuries 
after an incident on 
February 6. 

The father of one was 
hurt in the early hours 
behind Domino’s Pizza on 
St Peter’s Way on what 
would have been his last 
weekend at home before 
heading out on his first 
tour of Afghanistan. 

In last week’s Herald & 
Post, Private McWilliams’ 
mum and sister paid 
tribute to a man described

Police have already 
appealed for witnesses to 
come forward, and a 
number have, but they are 
still keen to speak to a 
young white man who was 
in the immediate vicinity. 

A police spokeswoman 
said this witness may have 
also been assaulted. 

He is known to have 
been sitting on the kerb, 
near to the pizza restau¬ 
rant, and was apparently 


looking for directions to 
the nearby Fever night 
club, where police believe 
he may have been meet¬ 
ing up with somebody 
else. 

They know he did attend 
the club shortly after the 
incident. 

Police are also keen to 
speak to anybody who was 
present in the smoking 
area of Base club which 
overlooked the scene. 

Officers have been ques¬ 
tioning a 25-year-old man 
from Northampton who 
has been arrested on 
suspicion of murder. 

Another man, also 25, is 
currently on bail in 
connection with the 
incident, pending further 
enquiries.

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TRAVEL 

DUBAI 


THERE'S cruising and there’s cruis¬ 
ing. Tonight I am looking up at the 
stars from the top deck of a Dhow. 

It’s January, I am in shirt sleeves, the 
evening air is warm, the wine is per¬ 
fect and the food sublime. 

The traffic on the creek is on a par with 
Venice, you need eyes in the back of your 
head as hundreds of vessels, mainly abras 
(bus boat made of wood), frantically criss¬ 
cross. 

This is modern day Dubai, we are on 
the Shark boat, a traditional Arabian 
sailing vessel and we are making our 
way through the middle of this amaz¬ 
ing state by water. 

It is a great way to see one of the 
seven Emirates that are proving ever 
more a magnetic attraction for Brits. 

Look either side of our craft and you 
see amazing skyscrapers - to my right 
is our starting off point earlier in the 
day, the amazing structure that is the 
tallest building in the world, the Burj 
Khalifa. 

It is three times taller than the Eiffel 
Tower at a staggering half mile high. 
Your ears pop several times as you soar 
to the viewing platform on the 124th 
floor. It is the view to beat all views, 
and it didn’t come cheap at a stagger¬ 
ing cost of 1.5 billion dollars when it 
was completed in January last year. 

If you want to reach for heaven then

this is the place to do it, but it is the 
strangest of feelings stepping on to the 
outside platform at the top, it’s no 
place for the faint hearted and made 
me nervous. 

Dubai is an amazing place, its malls 
are enough to test the resolution of 
even the most ardent shopper. We 
spent two hours sifting mainly 
through gold shops - it was like wad¬ 
ing through treacle. Gold is king in 
Dubai . . . you can even get it from 
vending machines. 

Relief comes in the way of afternoon 
tea at the seven star Burj A1 Arab hotel, 
set on the Jumeirah beach. It kicks off 
with champagne and then a five 
course beano, again the action is hun¬ 
dreds of metres high in the sky. It puts 


us back around £70 each to dine in 
splendour - a stay in the magnificent 
hotel, though, costs thousands of 
pounds a night. 

Yes we had an amazing but frantic 
DAY in Dubai, where traffic can be 
horrendous but a 13 mile taxi journey 
- bearing in mind petrol is around 22p 
a litre - will set you back less than £7. 

We were actually on a seven night 
Royal Caribbean cruise, which eased 
through Fujairah, Muscat (in Oman) 
and Abu Dhabi before returning to 
Dubai for an overnight stay on board. 

It all kicked off days earlier, with per¬ 
fect planning that allowed us six hours 
in Dubai before boarding our ship 
after flying in with Virgin Atlantic from 
Heathrow. Flights to the mid east tend 
to go overnight . . . and to hit the 
ground running when you arrive at 
8am means you need to be prepared. 

We’d never flown first class before, 
and from Virgin’s Upper Class Club¬ 
house at Heathrow, where 
massages, haircuts and 
top class food and drinks 
comes as part of the serv¬ 
ice, to the minute we 
touched down, it was per¬ 
fect. Once on the plane, 
everything is truly first 
class. Some people 


watched movies, read or ate. For me, 
the seat that allows conversion into a 
bed was sublime and I slept for several 
hours beneath pristine sheets -1 was 
even offered pyjamas for comfort. 

It meant we were fresh as daisies when 
we arrived andheaded straight from the 
airport on a four hour sample tour of 
Dubai, which gave us our bearings for 
when we returned a week later. 

Cruises are all about planning, and 
utilising the limited time you have in 
port. We loved our ship, the Brilliance of 
the Seas, and can barely remember it 
stirring in the calmest of waters. 

There were 40 different nationalities 
on the vessel, but more than 800 from 
the UK, which probably explained 
why sunbeds often had only a towel 
for company.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

FORMULA ONE 

FORCE India and their rival teams will have to 
wait until the end of March for the new 
Formula One season to get underway after 
the scheduled opener in Bahrain was 
cancelled due to the recent civil unrest in the 
country. 

The decision to call off the race was taken 
by the country’s Crown Prince Sheikh Salman 
bin Flamad al-Khalifa, which means the 2011 
campaign will now begin in Australia on 
March 27. 

Both the FIA and FI commercial rights 
holder Bernie Ecclestone backed the 
decision, which has also seen the scheduled 
testing session at the Sakhir Circuit from 
March 8-11 moved to Barcelona. 

Organisers are hopeful that the race may be 
re-scheduled for later in the season, although 
no official announcement has been made yet.

Banahan sees

THE omens were not good from the start in 
Bath. When the players learned that the kick-off 
would be put back due to television broadcaster 
ESPN’s FA Cup coverage over-running, it set the 
tone for the day. 

As far as Northampton Saints were concerned, 
that got things off to a bad start and they rapidly 
went downhill from there as the rampant Matt 
Banahan inspired the hosts to a crushing 38-8 
victory at the Rec. 

The winger, released from the England squad to 
play for his club, ran in a hat-trick of tries and also 
provided the final pass - a brilliant one-handed 
offload - for Matt Carraro’s score. 

Northampton director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
summed it up succinctly. 

“It was a bleak day,” he said, ashen-faced after 
seeing his side slump to a fourth-consecutive 
defeat in the Aviva Premiership. 

“If you let Bath get on the front foot they’ve got 
a really good offloading game, and when some¬ 
one like Matt Banahan is on their game like that 
then they are very difficult to stop. 

“We played all right last week in patches against 
Saracens, but the last couple of weeks we have 
been very disappointing. 

“We’ve got Gloucester at home next week and 
that is going to be a really important game. 
They’re playing well and played really well on Fri¬ 
day, then we travel away to Exeter and Leeds so 
there are no easy games. 

“We need to get a few wins in that period.” 

When play did eventually get underway after a 
20 minute delay, there were no signs that this 
would become a blow-out victory in favour of the 
hosts.

When Carraro went over on 34 minutes as 
Banahan skillfully slipped the centre a pass to 
send him in under the posts there was a deep, 
dark sense of foreboding amongst the travelling 



contingent. Myler did manage to get the Saints on 
the board with a penalty late in the half, but 
missed another just before referee Wayne Barnes 
blew for the interval to leave them trailing 17-3. 

Two tries from Banahan inside the 17 minutes 
after half time killed the game off as a contest, 
with him bouncing off would-be tacklers with 
impunity on both occasions. 

Tonks managed to go some way to making up 
for his earlier transgression with a consolation try 
just after the hour, but Sam Vesty’s fifth for Bath 
added insult to injury as Northampton again 
failed to pick up even a losing bonus point.

preparation, while Northampton had been 
dealt a double blow before the match after 
Paul Diggin and Clarke’s centre partner 
James Downey both suffered injuries. 

Northampton were also without England 
internationals Chris Ashton, Ben Foden, 

Dylan Hartley and Tom Wood, but Clarke 
admitted that the blame for the horror show 
lay squarely with those players out on the 
field. 

“We started the game OK, but you miss a 
couple of tackles and you let them through, 
and then the pressure is on you,” he said, 
adding: “We didn’t help ourselves - pressure 
comes from points and that’s what they did 
to us. They’ve got some good players who 
look like they’re going to go on the blindside 
and then come open, and if everyone is not 
coming up in the line then they will just take 
the space up. That’s what they did from just 
outside their own 22, they made a lot of 
breaks.”

DEAN Beckwith has vowed that Northampton 
Town will put an end to conceding goals from 
crosses into the box after Tuesday night’s 1-1 draw 
with Hereford United. 

It was the third game in a row that the Cobblers 
had let a lead slip, with Waide Fairhurst heading 
home Ryan Green’s cross from close range after 
Andy Holt had put the visitors in front at Edgar 
Street. 

Lapses in concentration and a lack of discipline 
when defending are reasons that have been 
suggested for Northampton letting in these type of 
goals, but Beckwith is only concerned with putting 
it right ahead of Saturday’s trip to Southend United. 

“I suppose you can bring those factors into it, but 
it’s something we’re trying to work on,” he said. 

“It’s hard to work on it when games are coming 
this thick and fast, but we will be working on it. 


“Balls are coming into the box and the opponents 
are scoring so we need to cut that out. It has 
happened too many times now for our liking, 
especially being a defender. 

“It isn’t nice when teams score from crosses.” 

John Johnson was the man who let Fairhurst get 
goal-side of him for the equaliser, but Beckwith 
was quick to give his backing to the 22-year-old 
who was otherwise rock-solid for Northampton. 

“He has just got across Jonno into the near post, 
but Jonno had a great game,” Beckwith said, 
adding: He played in three different positions, so it’s 
one of those things. 

“He’s gutted in there; he said that he should have 
got across him, but he’s a great player for us. 
Unfortunately it has happened for Jonno tonight.” 

The draw meant the Cobblers dropped down one 
place to 15th in League Two, but also saw them 
close the gap on the play-off places by one point.

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Crosses vex Sammo as Cobblers 
of the verge of unwanted record

THE history books show that Northampton 
Town’s record for consecutive draws cur¬ 
rently stands at six. After Tuesday night’s 1 -1 
result at Hereford United, they are now just 
one away from equalling that. 

And yet, when Cobblers captain Andy Holt 
headed them ahead from Kevin Thornton’s 
corner two minutes into the second half there 
was hope that this cycle would be put to an 
end. 

Waide Fairhurst’s equaliser from a pinpoint 
Ryan Green cross on 70 minutes ensured that 
it would finish all square, leaving Town boss 
Ian Sampson a frustrated man. 

“They were putting a bit of pressure on be¬ 
cause they were chasing the game and once 
again it was a cross,” he said. 

“We’ve got to work harder to stop the cross 
and it’s something we’re trying in training. 

“We’re banging on about it and it’s some¬ 
thing we’ll have to work even harder on be¬ 
cause it has happened too many times now. 

“I can’t keep talking about crosses coming 


into the box - they’ve got to be stopped and 
we have to work even harder in training on it.” 

Sampson was also annoyed with the per¬ 
formance of referee Keith Hill, feeling his side 
were denied a penalty when Billy McKay went 
down while competing for a high ball in the 
area. 

He said: “I thought he was pushed over 
where, their player at the back, got on the 
wrong side and he went down. 

“We had a similar situation with Andy Holt 
outside the box where he gives the foul, so it’s 
disappointing. 

“I thought there should have been a free kick 
for a foul on Michael Jacobs on the far side in 
the build-up to their goal so I’m disappointed 
with the referee.” 

The visitors were not without chances to win 
it. Jacobs saw a header come back off the foot 
of the post, while a dangerous low cross from 
Liam Davis in the closing stages caused panic 
in the Hereford box. After lining up in a 3-5-2 
formation, Northampton switched to a 4-4-2 
when Josh Walker was forced off with a ham¬ 
string injury, with his replacement Thornton 
sparking their attack off. 


“I thought we had a great start to the second 
half,” said Sampson, adding: “It was a great de¬ 
livery from Kev. We looked a real threat from 
set plays and Holtey has got on the end of it 
again. 

“We’ve scored quite a few goals from set 
pieces and corners [this season], but I thought 
we had a bit more of an edge about us in open 
play today as well. 

“We were disappointed because we thought 
we could have won the game. Liam Davis put 
a great cross in at the end where Billy McKay 
could have slid in, we hit the post and I 
thought there should have been a penalty on 
Billy as well. 

“They’re getting better. It’s a work-in¬ 
progress but they’re not too far away from 
being a really good team.” 

Northampton remain eight points off the 
League Two play-offs ahead of their trip to 
Southend United on Saturday. 

Sampson is hopeful that Walker, Tozer and 
Leon McKenzie will all have recovered from 
injury, while Abdul Osman is available after 
completing his suspension.

THE look of despondency on Jon Clarke’s face 
said it all after Northampton Saints suffered 
their fourth consecutive Aviva Premiership 
defeat in the 38-8 mauling at the hands of 
Bath on Saturday.

customer for the visitors to deal with as he 
barged his way through the defence on 
several occasions. 

Clarke said: “If you miss tackles the way we 
did then it doesn’t matter who it is, anyone 
will go through.

You can’t 
defend for the whole game away from home 
and that’s exactly what we did. 

“Against big guys like Banahan we missed 
one-on-one tackles, I missed a few tackles 
and guys scored tries. 

“It was disappointing, but we know we’ve got 
to bounce back because we’ve got a big game 
this week.”
